St. Jehn'ts College, and Guy's iinspitel Ledicul Scheel. demenstre- 
tor in ana Sif williem Dunn lecturer in Pathelegy at the Cuy'S ilespital 
liedical Schael, he now helds the pnsition of Director of the Department of Experi- 
menjal Pathelegy, and Departmental Director of the National Indtitute af Medical 
Research, Hawpstead, Landen. Sir Laidlaw is a Fellow of tue Reyal College of Phy- 
siciens, and a Fellew af the Reyal Seciety (1927). In 1935 he was created Knight. 
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The work of Sir Laidlaw on canine distemper is fundamental ta the recent 
advances in the study of influenza and other respiratory tract infectinens die to 
filterable viruses. “The responsibility far the brilliant virus research progran 
which is new gning forward at the National Institute at Hempstead can undoubtedly 
be attributed te hin. 


Sir Johh C. G. Ledingham (1875--) has been assaciated with thé Lister 
Institute in Londen sifce 1905, at first as AssiStant Bectericlegist, for many 
years as Chief Bacterinlngist, aud unw aus Directar of the Iastitute. 


Coucurrently with his werk at thé Institute, he has éngaged in various 
ether activities. In the cupacities of prafessor af bacteriology at the University 
of London, head of the Bacterinlogicul Department of the King George Hospital ut 
waterloo, & Licutchent Calenel in the Rayal army Medical Corps, member of the 
Médical advisory Comittee in the Mediterranean, Consulting Bacterinlogist in MeSo- 
potamia, Harben Lecturer in Londen, Herter Lecturer in Baltimore, and President of 
the Second International Congress far Micrnbinlagy in London, Sir Ledingham has 
rendered distinguished service. Since 1934 he has been 4 member af the Medical 
Research Cauncil, and since 1956 has served as chairman of the Trepical Medical 
Research Carmmittee. 
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Sir Ledinghem helds the academic degreeS of MiB.) D.Sc., M.A., Hon. LL.D. 
(aberdeen) , 4nd-Han. D.Se.(Dublin). He is alS- Campanion of St. Michael and St. 
George, Fellow ef the Royal Seciety, and Fellew -f the Reyal Crellege of Physicians. 
He was knighted in 1997. 


The wark of Sir Ledingham has been largely cnncerned with pathology, 
bacteriology, und imaunity, and he has published numérnous articles in thése fields. 
Especially outstanding heve been his recent studies on the “elementary bndies" 
derived frem certain filterable viruses, and on the mechanisms of inmunity in virus 
infections.
